_ ENGLAND IGNORED 
IN FRENCH LETTER 


Latest Note Recommends 
That Germany Enter 
League of Nations In- 
stead of Demanding Step.

Berlin, June 16,—France has vetoed 
the German suggestion for a general 
pact of security throughout Europe 
and has suggested instead that Ger- 
many negotiate treaties of arbitration 
with all’ contiguous nations. The 
French reply to the*German note re- 
garding security was handed to For- 
eign Minister Stresemann by the 
French ambassador Tuesday. 

Despite the secrecy which vé@iled the 
precise contents of the Frepeh reply, 
the United News was able to examine 
the full textgof the note. It differs 
vitally from the original French draft, 
and was a tremendous surprise to the 
German government. 

France definitely proposes arbitra- 
tion treaties between Germany and 
her neighbors instead of the general 
pact, and then proposes that Gerniany 
¢oncinde such treaties with France 
and Belgium. She further’ suggests 
that similar treaties of arbitration be 
concluded “with other signatories 
the Versailles treaty whose frontiers 
are contiguous to Germany.” 

Creates Sensation. 

Heretofore it had been assumed 
that England and Italy would par- 
ticipate in any treaties growing out 
of the se@urity negotiations, and the 
* new formula created a sensation in 
the Wilhemstrasse because it clearly 
limits the arrangement to Germany, 
France, Belgium, Poland and Czecho- 
Slovakia.

Considerable emphasis is placed 
upon the thesis that the arbitration 
treaties suggested by France would 
not suspend any portion of the Ver- 
sailles treaty, and there is particu- 
lar insistence that the time limits 
specified in the Vérsailles treaty 
must remain intact. ‘These limits re- 
a among others, to th eevacuation 
of the Rhineland, to the holding of 
a plebiscite in the Saar valley, and 
. to German disarmament. 


Want U. 8S. Assistance. 

In concluding, the note agrees with 
the German suggection that American 
- assistance should be sought for the 
maintenance of the pledges to be made 
by the proposed treaties, 

Members of the German govern- 
ment are disappointed as well as sur- 
prised at the terms of the French com- 
munieation. They profess to have ex- 
pected more favorable terms, but ad- 
mit that the French reply could have 
been-much more disagreeable. They 
consider the note to be vague, encum- 
dered with too much red tape*and 
replete with dangers. For these rea- 
sons Germany feels that elucidation 
ef the French communication is im- 
perative.

Paris, June 16.—( By the Associated 
Press.)—The Italian reply to the 
French note answering Germany's 
western European security pact pro- 
posal was received today. Italy ex- 
pressed sympathy with the general 
principles of the proposed accord. 

The Italian note said Italy consid- 
ered the negotiations at present pure- 
ly tentative and did not feel called 
upon to state specifically the opin- 
jons of the Italian government on all 

Sfeatures of the security pact. It 
said that when the time comes for a 
decision, Italy will make known its 
attitude. 

The foreign office considered this 
reply as an approval of the text of 
the French note delivered to Germany 
today.

Mrs. Julie Shepherd, for 16 years 
young McClintock's foster-mother, was 
considered in the agreement, Miss 
Pope naively admitted, because it was 
not believed that she was “implicated 
in this.”

Chicago, June 16.—(By the Asso-

Curran was not hit and the man 
escaped after Curran had fired several 
shots at him as he fled down a cor- 
ridor. A few minutes after the shoot- 
ing every door to the county building 
was guarded and for an hour gun 
squads ransacked the building in the 
belief that the gunman had been cor- 
nered, 

Was ’Phoned Threat. 

Curran is the man who yesterday 
received an anonymous telephone call 
in which a threat was made against 
the life of Sergeant Sweeney, the po- 


Michael Genna, a gangster, after 
Genna’s gang had killed two police- 
men in a pistol battle and possibly fa- 
tally wounded a third officer. 

A few minutes after the shooting 
the city hall was alive with policemen 
and a special gun squad was ordered 
into the building after which the 
doors were closed and a systematic 
search of the structure was started. 

Sergeant Curran was sitting at his

Still in her night clothing,” Mrs. 
Haaker dressed the man’s hands while 
her husand and Oberheid hurried 
ahead; improvised stretchers and 
brought many of the injured to the 
observation car. Sheets were torn up 
for use as bandages and the emer- 
gency hospital force worked for hours 
to relieve the agony of the scalded. 

Roar of Eseaping Steam. 

“T could hear, it seemed, a thousand 
people screaming,” said Mr. Haaker, 
in describing the crash, “and through 
their voices the roar of escaping 
steam. 

“When we came near the engine, 
the sight was overwhelming. ‘The 
first two day coaches had been tele- 
scoped and were ground together in 
a mass of wood and steel, and some 
passengers in the first coach had been 
thrown bodily into the coal tender. 
The third coach had ridden up over 
these two and .was lying squarely on 
top of the engine. The engine’s steam 
pipes had broken and a fog of steam 
was pouring into the car perched on 


top. , 
“We could see hands waving and 
then falling back into that car. ose 
in the tender who were unable to get 
out because of the car on top of them, 
were lying close against the céal in 
the hope of avoiding the blistering 
steam. We could do very little until 
the flow. of. steam slackened. When 
we pulled out, those who were still 
cotiscious screamed with pain. I saw 
at least 12 dead and 25 of those treat- 
ed were so badly scalded that they 
will probably die.” 
Hurled From Her Berth. 

Mrs. Anna Jollie, 55. of Chicago, 
told how~she was hurled from her 
berth amid a shower of glass. Mrs. 
Dorothy Joy, in the berth opposite, 
helped her toward the door of the 
car. 

“T saw a poor woman running to+ 
ward me distractedly,” said Mrs. 
Jollie. “Her hand, held high, was 
nearly severed just above the wrist. 
‘Get scissors and take this off,’ she 
gasped. Instead, I tore my skirt and 
with a piece of wreckage made a first 
aid tourniquet, staunched the flow 
of blood and led her to a country 
doctor who was doing fine service. 

“Farm people scurried about with 
food@ and country doctors came up 
in their cars. The news seemed to 
spread like magic. 


“I saw women dig a child ent of 


the wreckage and I hel farther 
boys dig out a woman wi ur bare 
hands. My. memory got hazy then 
and I don’t remember much more.” 

The railroad officially attributes 
the wreck to the fact that the train 
encountered an avalanche of mud and 
dirt which had slid down over the 
tracks during the storm of the night 
before.

TOO MUCH LAW. 

Before the graduating class of 
the University of South Carolina, 
Bernard Baruch, of New York, a 
Carolina native and a nationally- 
known financier, said: 

“No mere jumble of words can fix 
eur morals. All laws to be effective 
must have public approval behind 
them. Laws should not be made to 
shackle personal initiative or to be 
eatspaws to serve envy directed to- 
ward those who are willing to subdue 
their emotions and appetites and use 
their time and activities vigorously to 
achieve success.” 

This view was taken, also, by 
Secretary Hoover in an address be- 
fore the National Association of 
Credit Men in Washington. He de- 
clared most emphatically that less 
government by law and more self- 
government would produce better 
moral conditions in this country, 
less crime, and a keener respect for 
law, thereby aiding in, rather than 
retarding, the enforcement of such 
> ‘laws as are essential for the protec- 
- tion of society and for the orderly 
processes of government. 


Senator Moses, of New Hamp- 
shire, in a recent address before the | 
New York board of trade expressed | 
almost precisely the same views. 
He declared America to be suffering 
from too many laws and gave it as 
his judgment that the increasing, 
disrespect for the law can best be 
combated by the abolition of con- 
tradictory, freakish, infringing and 
otherwise ridiculous statutes. 

The signficance of these separate 
expressions of great American 
thinkers, all made within a few 
days on different occasions, and 
without the slightest collusion, can 
not be mistaken. It illustrates an 
unmistakable’ drift’ in popular 
thought—that is that we, as a peo- 
iple, are so encumbered with laws, 
many of which abrogate the inher- 
ent liberties of citizens, and others 
that seek to arrest self-reliance and

The current issue of the Manu- 
facturers Record performs a2 real 
service to America in its full ex- 
posure of the inflammatory litera- 
ture, in word and picture, of the 
communist party, which is being 
widely, but more or less secretly, 
broadcast in this country. 

This party is the melting pot for 
extreme radicalism, and is a branch 
of the organized Russian soviet,

“Only through ‘rerolutiom&ry strug- 
gle can capitalism’ be abolished and 
the slavery of the workers banished 
forever by the proletarian dictator- 
ship. It (the communist party) urges 
the workers and farmers to join the 
workers’ party—the revolutionary 
section of the American working 


class.” 
When it is understood that the 


extracts and a number of the pic- 
tures reproduced by the Record 
are from a single issue of a daily 
newspaper published by the com-

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HEALTH TALKS

BODY EMANATIONS., 

In the argument we, had here the 
other day abeut the cutaneous ex- 
cretion, you will remember, I man- 
aged to work in edgewise, so to 
speak, this physiological fact: 

Nothing of consequence is ex- 
ereted (eliminated, thrown off) by the 
skin in health or in #ickness, except 
salt and water. 

And right after that,the antiphysi- 
ologists broke up the meeting. 

There’s a good desl of mystery 
about body emanations, and I like: 
mystery as much as anybody else, 
in a murder story, but in physiology 
there are plenty of unsolved, per- 
haps unsoluble mysteries without de- 
liberately. creating them for popular 
consumption. Will the squeamish 
reader kindly switch here to some- 
thing pleasant to read and let ts 
clear up the gruesome mystery with 
a little plain talk? 

Disagreeable odors always have 
been associated with pestilence and 
disease and it is a curious circum- 
stance that most of people at the pres- 
ent time differentiate cleanliness from 
filth or uncleanliness. largely by odor, 
for example the odor which populari- 
ly signifies “foul” air or faulty ven- 
tilation. This olfaetory test seems 
to hold good in the popular mind 
only for the human race, when it 
comes to the question of body emana- 
tions. Nearly every. animal has its 
peculiar odor, more or Tess percepti- 
ble to civilized man, even fishes, that 
spend their lives, you might say, bath- 
ing, and yet people with little or no 
knowledge of physiology are wont 
to separate the sheep from the goats 
by this olfactory test alone. 

The normal body odor of a healthy, 
clean person is more or less notice- 
able and more or less agreeable to 
other persons, each according to his 
associations of ideas, and all that 
sort of thing. The odor is a con- 
glomeration of aromatic substances 
excreted in the sweat (such as buty- 
ric acid, formic acid, acetic acid) and 
perhaps certain odoriferous principles 
in food (such as the odor of garlic, 
onions, asparagus) when such articles 
have been eaten. Positively foul odor 
arises from retention of sweat by un- 
hygienic clothing or excessive cloth- 
ing, which permits decomposition to 
oceur. Going barefoot, for instance, 
or exposing any other portion of the 
body to the air, never fails to over- 
come or cure bromidrosis (foul 
sweating. )

But the Tennessee legislature pass- 
ed it, and who can say the state has 
not a right to prescribe the course 
of studies to be adhered to in its own 
state-supported school system? 

Whether or not it has a right to 
restrict the curricula ina private 
school is assuredly debatable. 


At any rate this case revolves 
more around the eminence of the 
counsel on both sides than around 
the problem of the -law’s constitu- 
tionality, and the world will follow 
the ‘debate with amused curiosity 
scrambled entircly too much with 
prepudice and racial and religious 
passion. 

Too bad! Denominational faction- 
alism, and bigotry in the name of 
religion are already combining to im- 
pair the blessed comforts of the old- 
time religion of our fathers— 

Now comes this unnecessary evo- 
lution controversy, in which most of 
the preachers are taking part, to add

sick gypsy children are rubbed against 
it, pale old men scramble and fight 
each. other to kiss it, women touch 
it with trembling fingers, shabby um-

After- 
wards there is a religious procession 
and the festivities wind up with a 
secular celebration in the old arena 
in the shape of a bull fight, for 
Gamargue is the place where the fa- 
mous black bulls are bred.’

This 
is a splendid exercise for strengthen- 
ing fallen arches, also for developing 
the calves of the legss Each time after 
your bath massage the feet and an- 
kles: this strengthens and make them 
shapely. Binding the feet and ankles 
as the picture suggests is excellent 
when they are very tired and achey.

The school department has already 
received for 1924 -the sum of $4,500,- 
000 and this, says Superintendeng Bal- 
lard, leaves a balance of $3,632,- 
632,04 still unpaid. 

The provision in the law on which 
Superintendent Ballard bases his 
claim is that clause in the 1923 ar»- 
propriations act which reads: 

“Provided, that should the total 
revenue of the state exceed the : 1m 
of $8,500,000 per year, then one-half 
of the excess of each of said years 
is hereby appropriated in addition to 
the above appropriation in accord- 
ance with the act approved August 
19, 1919.” ) 

This clause fcllows that appropriat- 
ing the net sum of $4,250,000 to the 
state schools. 

Mr. Ballard declares that the above 
clause provides for no exemptions and 
claims 50 per cent of the state’s reve- 
nue from any source, regardless of. 
special provisions made in special bills 
for the use of money derived from spe- 
cified sources. ‘The state treasurer as- 
serts that there are a number of 
sources of revenues which are directed 
into specified channels in full and 
claims that these do not come under 
the clause cited by Mr. Ballard. These 
specia: revenue sources are 2s follows: 
Cigar and cigarette tax 
Forest reserve fund 
Fuel oil tax, coupties fund.... 
Fuel oil tax, highway fund 
Industrial commission fees.... 
Land title regigtration fees.... $24.

2,532, 
Rental W. & A. railroad..... - 540,000.00 

Even should these funds be exempt 
from the 50-50 proviso for common 
schools, however, Superintendent Bal- 
lard points out there would still be a 
balance of $646,247.18 yet due the 
schools from 1924. However, he does 
not admit that these exemptions can 
stand under the wording of the appro- 
priation for common schools, therefore 
has drawn his warrants and asks pay- 
ment in the amount of. $3,632,632.04.

SMOOT SUCRESTS. 


TAX CONFERENCE 


Washington, June 16.—(By the As- } 


sociated Press.)—A conference of 
state and federal officials to discuss 
the tax situation and determine 
whether an agreement can be reached 
for division of the tax field between 
them before congress undertakes re- 
vision of the revenue law next win- 
ter, was suggested today by Chair- 
man Smort of the senate finance com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Smoot will confer “tomorrow 
with Secretary Mellon and he ex- 
pressed the opinion today that admin- 
istration officials probably would fa- 
vor the calling of such a conference. 
President Coolidge, however, is not 
convinced that an effort to bring 
about general repeal of state income 
tax laws and withdrawal of the fed- 
eral government from the inheritance 
tax field as Mr. Smoot has advocated, 
would be effective, because of the 
heavy dependence of some states on 
revenues from personal incomes of 
their citizens. 

Senator Smoot declared today that 
in his opinion the states should .be 
willing to abandon income taxes and 
that the federal government should 
cease collecting inheritance taxes. He 
also would have the conference he pro- 
posed consider gift and other tax col- 
lected by both the state and federal 
governments. 3 ; 

He felt that it was highly desirable 
that there should be a free expression 
of public sentiment on proposed tax 
revision, with special attention to sur- 
taxes and the exemption of small 
jncome tax. Ex- 
pressing the personal view that sur- 
taxes should be reduced at least 25 
per cent and-that incomes below $4,- 
000 or $5,000 should be exempt, he 
said that such a large part of the fed- 
eral government’s revenue came from 
incomes of these lower amounts that 
he doubted whether a higher exemp- 
tion could be made. 


BADGE TO DENOTE 
MILITARY SERVICE 
NOW AUTHORIZED 


Washington, June 16.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A badge for wear 
with civilian clothes and to denote 
service in the army was authorized 
today by the war department. It will 
be procured through the quartermaster 
corps and made available by, author- 
ized agencies of the government. 

Those entitled to wear the new 
badge will be former or present en- 
listed personnel, commissioned  offi- 
cers, or nurses who served in the mili- 
tary forces in time of war, those who 
have had army service or training in 
peace times, and those who have been 
members of military units conducted 
under the war department, including 
services as contract surgeons or veter- 
inarians.

Anderson, Ind., June 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)\—Withdrawal of 
the Anderson Bible Training schoo!

in Anderson, Ind., and Augusta, Ga.., 
was voted by members of the min- 
isterial assembly at the annual inter- 
natioval conference of the Church of 
God, being held here today. 

The Anderson school, which is for 
training white candidates for the min-

“Yes, there are aphis or plant lice, 
cucumber striped beetles and flea 
beetles, worms and gaterpillars, po- 
tato bugs and cutworms, but fortu- 
nately there are remedies for all of 
these troubles. 

_ “Nearly all chewing or biting. in- 
sects, such as the worms and beetles 


which feed on foliage may be killed 


by arsenical poisons, the chief one 
being Paris green. 

“It is generally. used as a spray, 
made up in the proportion of one 
pound of the Paris green mixed to a 
paste of 150 or 200 gallons of water, 
with about one- half pound of lime 


rant worms, and not all are killed 
by poison, but by direct contact, and 
for this there is nothing better "than 
kerosene, made into an emulsion with 
~water in the Fk soy of one-fifth 
or one-fourth kerosene. 

““f used too strong it may injure 
the plants but if sprayed on in full 
sunlight, the kerosene evaporates so 

rapidly that it. does no harm. 

‘In the warfare against all in- 
sects, victory depends on taking them 
by surprise and in the early stages 
of their campaign. Their life histery 
should bea studied and when their ‘hab- 
its are understood and their probable 
first appearance known, many a 
march may be stolen on them and 
they are thus more easily routed and 
destroyed.” 

“Are all these remedies applied in 
orchard work, Mr. Burbank?’ I 
asked. 

“Some of them,” replied Mr. Bur- 
bank, “but in my own orchards, 
spraying is very rarely used, as the 
main object is to produce varieties 
that are immune to insects and to 
fungus, and fruit trees should be se- 
lected if possible that are more or 
less immune by those growing fruit.
